"it Is on the calendar to be passed." 
Original provisions required labor 
unions to report, membership and 
financial records to the state. Tile 
committee added 
amendments to 
oblige all unions to obtain certifi­ 
cates — renewable annually — from 
the state before they can operate 
Limit Political Activity 
The amendments would permit 
the state Labor and Industry de­ 
partment to refuse certificates to ap­ 
plicants lf It found "that the char­ 
acter of the applicant makes it unfit 
to exist as a labor organization, or 
that the purpose for which the said 
labor organization was organized is 
unjust or unfair.”

YOURSELF AS PUPIL 
Most of us are good teachers of 
others. 
We see their faults—and 
sometimes their virtues—and 
we 
think th a t we can make them bet­ 
ter. especially if we can m ake them 
like ourselves? 
But th at is against 
all tile laws of natural growth and 
development. We are best teachers 
of others when ut have well taught 
ourselves, thus standing out as good 
examples. 
How few of us, however, make 
pupils out of ourselves! 
Certainly 
we should lye the best possible m a­ 
terial. 
We can analyze our own 
particular make-up. scrutinize every 
nook and com er of our own per­ 
sonality, seek our weak and strong 
ixnnts, note where we lack, and 
measure each defect by itself for 
se I f - improvement. 
Tills is w hat Benjamin Franklin 
did. 
He noted in a book all these 
tilings, and marked his loss or gain 
from day to day. 
He was a grad­ 
uate of no college. 
His early edu­ 
cation was scanty indeed 
But he 
observed, 
kept 
studying 
himself. 
read, m et and talked with people 
who knew more than he did at the 
tune—and grew and grew, until he 
became one of the most valuable 
men of Jus time. and was welcomed 
wherever he went. In England and 
France they looked up to him. 
No 
more useful American ever lived. 
He was his own pupil and m aster. 
Another gTeat character, who lived 
hundreds of years ago. was M arcus 
Aurelius—the good Rom an Emperor 
He wrote down his thoughts from 
day to day, his reflections upon life, 
and his judgm ent of him self. 
So 
fine and genuine were his thoughts, 
th a t years after his death, these re­ 
flections were gathered into a book 
which is today read with great profit 
by all who grasp the opportunity to 
improve their minds by reading him. 
M ontaigne, a Frenchm an, was a n ­ 
other m an who WTote an im m ortal 
set of talks, or essays, th a t are 
recognized as among the world’s 
g reat books. 
He didn t try* to tell 
others m*hat to do, but merely told 
w hat he did. and how he lived, aud 
thought, from day to day. Extracts, 
gathered together from all Iris w rit­ 
ings by a m odem editor, a few* years 
ago. were printed iii a book which 
w*as called “Tile Autobiography of
